LAWYERS WARN THE BANK

Counsel for Mr. Hechler Write
to Institution,Where Money

is Deposited.

After waltlng for several dnys to re¬

celve Co'mmonwealth's Attorney L. O,
Woridcnburg's opinlon, as to who should
havo the custody of the proceeds of tho
rocent $50,000 Jnll bond lssuo of Henrlco
county, Treasuror Hechler recelved a let¬
ter yesterday statlng that whllo ln most
cases tho troaBurer should havo control
of all county funds, In thls partlcular
mattor tho powor to hold tho money
lay ln the hands of the Board of Super¬
visors.
The board has the funds depoHlted to Its

credlt. In tho Bank of Richmond, and
Troasurer Hechler cohtonds that they
should be cerdlted to hls offlce. He states
that ho ls'resolved to ask for a rnnndamus
¦to compcl the board to do so, and that
Attornoy Wcndenburg'e opinlon wlll not
turn hlm from It.

Mr. Wendenburg's Letter.
Followlng is tho Commbnwealth's At-

torncy's wrltten statement:
August 22, 1906.

Mr. H. C, Hechler, Treasurer of Henrlco
County;
My Dear Slr,.In roply to yours of the

17th tnstant, nsklng my wrltten opinlon,
as Commonwenlth1s Attorney, aB to
wpother the Board of Supervisors nre not
requlred bv law. to turn over to you. as
treasurer of the county, tho proceeds of
tho jall bonds, I wlsh,to say lt Ib my
opinlon they aro not requlred by law to
do so. My reasons for thls opinlon are
based on tho followlng sections of-the
Codo of Virginia, '1901: Sectlon 853 de¬
clares, "The county treasurer shall re-
colvo all moneys payable Into the trea¬
sury of sald. county, and dlsburso tho
same on warrants drawn by the Board of
Supervisors for tho county." There Is no

general law declaring what moneys are

"payable Into tho treasury of sald
county." Thei-efodo, in my opinlon, nll
funds that any statute declares shnll bo
collected and dlsbursed hy the treasurer
must be pald kito the treasury: and all
other cPunty funds ordered by tho Board
of Supervisors to be collected and dls¬
bursed by tho treasurer must be pald into
the treasury; but as to such_qthor county
funds the Board of Supervisors have the
rlght to sav whether they shall be col¬
lected and dlsbursed by the county trea-
B The'varlous moneys that are'fexpressly
declared by statutes to bei payable into
the oounty treasury are the followlng.

Sectlon 862 of sald Code rleclares tho
countv treasurer "shall recelve the county
levy ln the inanner prescribed for tho re-
celpt of tho Stnte revenue.
Sectlon 651 declares: "The tax on ov«ry

license Issued Inpursiiancoof law, shall
unless otherwlso proVidod, bo pald to tno
treasuror of the county."
Seotlon 002. declares: .Ench county

treasurer shall recelve tho State revenue
and the counTy Ievies.' ;Sectlon 60S declares: "That all delin-
ci'uent taxos pald tho auditor on account
of tho county must be pald to the county
treasurer."
Sections 638 and 047 declares: "Tliat tho

treasurer shall sell, land for delinquent
taxes, costs, eto.. and the proceeds aro

payable and chargeablo to hlm and hls
Btiroties."'¦¦_¦

Sectlon 1419 declares: "Tho county
treasuror shall, in all cases, collect and
disluirso:0_, invest tho funds place.. under
tho control of the county school ooard hy
tho provisions of this chapter," etc.

of schools shall endorse tho warrant from
tho Stato school funds over to the treas¬
